Mrs. Meade, ° the mother-in-law, 
started the call for help which finally 
was relayed to the sheriff. She had 
been shot in the head, and dazed from 
the scalp wound. She walked half 
a mile to a filling station where she 
managed to gasp in to the telephone, 
“I'm shot.” 

The operator traced the call and no- 
tified the sheriff. 

“he shooting was reconstructed by 
the sheriff from bits of conversation 
with Mrs. Meade. 

According to her story, Gorder 
had been separated from his wife near- 
ly two years. Today was the first 
time he had been home since the sep- 
aration. 

Coming into the house, Mrs. Meade’s 
story goes, he drew a revolver from 
his pocket and shot her. Then, she 
believed, he must have gone into a 
backroom and shot his wife and the 
child. 

A six-months’-old child he had 
never seen was playing on the floor 
near her sister’s unconscious form 
when the sheriff arrived.

GAINS REGISTERED 
BY TRADE IN SOUTH 


OctoberMade Good Show- 
ing in Retail and Whole- 
sale Business, Says Re- 
serve Bank Review. 


The monthly review issued Thurs- 
Jay by the federal reserve bank of 
the sixth district said that the area 
experienced further sensational gains 
in volume of sales in both retail and 
wholesale trade during October as 
compared with preceding months. 

Department steres reporting from 
the six southern states composing the 
district revealed that sales were 25.6 
per cent greater in October than in 
September, and sales by all reporting 
wholesale firms gave figures averag- 
ing 9.2 per cent greater than those of 
September, the review said. 

“Collections in both wholesale and 
retail trade showed considerable im- 
provement over September,” the fed- 
eral reserve statement said, “Novem- 
ber crop estimates hy the United 
States department of agriculture show 
small increases ovér those of a month 
earlier for some of the principal crops 
of this district, among them corn, po- 
tatoes, cotton, rice and sugar. 

“Savings deposits declined slightly 
in October, and for the first time in 
several years show a decrease coin- 
pared with the same date a year ago.’ 

The federal reserve review quoted 
the figures of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, which esti- 
mated the cotton yield for the sixth 
district, in its November report, at 
14,133,000 bales, or 140,000 bales more 
than the October forecast of the de- 
partment,

January, demand deposits of al] mem- 
ber banks in the district increased in 
October over September, but were less

Dinner concluded, the Maryland 
was brought to a dead halt momentar- 
aboard to issue subpoenas to all those 
whe have not until now erossed the 
equator. These were summonses to 
appear for initiations tomorrow on 
the forecastle deck where a ducking 
tank has been rigged up. 

Hoover Meets Davey. 

Jones was presented to Captain 
Kimberly and the president-elect for- 
mally as soon as he came over the 
side of the vessel; then he repaired to 
ths ‘quarterdeck where the subpoena

WAXES FOR SHORT 


CONGRESS SESSION’ 


After Many Rebuffs, 
President Finds Him- 
self on Top as Adminis- 
tration Nears Close.

Washington, November 29.—Con- 
gress will convene Monday for the last 
time under President Coolidge with 
every prospect that his final short 
session will go down as the crowning 
one of his administration. 

In the past congress has given Pres- 
ident Coolidge plenty of trouble. But 
now as he nears the end of his term 
and when his political power would 
naturally be expected to shrink rap- 
idly, he is coming into his own with 
congress. 

He is about to get his cruiser bill 
through—the 15-cruiser program 
which he desires as a start on the 
road to actual naval equality with 
Great Britain. 

He is about to see the senate rati- 
fy the Kellogg anti-war treaty which 
—even with the worst its critics say 
of it—stands out on th: international 
record as the most spectacular achieve- 
ment since the treaty of Versailles 
excepting only the “ashington Arms 
conference treaties. 

He is about to see the hotly fought 
Boulder Dam project authorized un- 
der terms satisfactory to him.

some of this money, the dispatch said, 
to start investigations of supposedly 
new facts with which she hopes to 
satisfy public opinion that she was 
innocent of the charge of poisoning 
her husband. 

Mrs. Maybrick was sentenced. to 
death at the Liverpool assises in 18*0 
after conviction of poisoning her bus- 
band, James Maybrick. A few weeks 
after the sentence, public opinion be- 
came aroused because of the circum- 
stantial mature of some of the evi- 
dence, and her sentence was commut- 
ed to penal servitude for life. She 
served 16 years in prison and was 
released in 1905. She then went & 
the United States, without attempting 
to see her two children, who were in 
the custody of her brother-in-law, 
Michael Maybrick, late famous song- 
writer. The children died several 
years after their mother’s release.

The Guardian adds: “The leader 
of either of the opposition parties 
could more easily have responded to 
the invitation. But the most suit- 
able person of all to take the intitia- 
tive in this country would have been 
some distinguished person of indepen- 
dent mind, like Viscount Lee, of Fare- 
ham, whose own suggestions for a 
meeting of statesmen unaccompanied 
by naval experts were of a somewhat 
similar kind. 

“Both countries feel the experts 
have been given too much rope. The 
best way of restoring the balance is 
for the ordinary member of parliament 
to be sufficiently well informed on the 
broader aspects of the problem as to 
be able to hold the expert in his posi- 
tion of proper subordination.”

Washington, November 29.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—An attractive woman bare- 
ly past 40, who says she has no poli- 
tical ambitions, will be the fifth of 
her sex to occupy a seat in congress. 

Mrs. W. A. Oldfield, widow of the 
l.'2 de  eratic whip of the house, 
Representative Oldfield, of Arkansas, 
will succeed her husband for his un- 
expired term during the coming short 
session of congress. Representative 
Oldfield died last week in a Washing- 
ton hv pital after a short illness. 

Mrs, Oldfield’s name has been plac- 
ei in ‘omination by the Arkansas 
state central committee, and the gov- 
ernor of her state will decide next 
week when he will call a special elec 
tion at which she will be elected with- 
out opposition. She will take her 
seat in congress probably about Jan- 
vary 1, av a special election requires 
30 days’ notice. 

“All I want to do is finish any 
work my husband may have left un- 
finished,” Mrs. Oldfield says. “I know 
nothing ahout politics and have no po- 
litical ambitions. All my interest has 
been in my home.” 

This prospective congresswoman has 
had years of experience here as the 
wife of a congressman. Her husband 
\-*s serving his eleventh term in con- 
gress at the time of his death. He was 
one of the leaders: 

“At least I’ll know how he would 
have voted,” says his widow. 

Mrs. Oldfield is childless but has 
her aged mother with her et her apart- 
ment here. She belongs to the Con- 
gressional and Women’s National 
Democretic clubs, but is not a club- 
woman and has hardly ever attended 
meetings of these two organizations. 

“Most of my time has been taken 
up acting as my husband’s chauffeur,” 
she. ys. “I drove him to the capitol 
in the morning and called for him 
there in the evening, and when he 
wanted to go to any of the depart- 
ments or any place else in Wash- 
ington, I drove him there. He didn’t 
drive a car himself. 

“I am not a feminist and haven't 
t-e slightest interest in feminism. I 
would not be a candidate for reelec 
tion after the expiration of my hus- 
band’s term. However, I appreciate 
the honor paid to his memory in sug- 
gesti + me for that period.” 

Mrs. Oldfield is slender, dark and 
quite youthful in appearance. She 
will be the first congresswoman from 
south of the Masen and Dixon line.

Qne of the 
fundamental reasons underlying this 
proposition is made clear in that there 
is a reserve of pilot personnel -in 
the air corps, whereas nowhere is 
there a reserve of planes.” 

“Motor development in the air 
corps has been seriously handicapped 
by the fact that thousands of Lib- 
erty motors were left over from the 
war,” he continued. “There are stil] 
over 3,000 on hand. These motors 
were designed over ten years ago. 
They are now ten years old. During 
that decade there has been an enor- 
mous advance in design and construc 
tion. The Liberty motor is unre- 
liable, inefficient and uneconomical, 
compared with modern motors, and 
congress should not be asked to ap- 
propriate any more funds for planes 
eqvipped with them.

\Deep- Sea Diver 
Sails in Search 


Of Pirate G old 


New York, November 29.—(4)— 
Bound for the Spanish main, where 
tales of buried gold and sunken treas- 
ure ships still are told, a deep sea 
diver sailed today to check up on a 
little discovery he said he had made 
down there a year ago. 

The man is Robert Martin. His 
destination is Port Limon, Costa Rica. 
When diving off that town on his last 
visit—so his account ran—he came 
upon a coral formation that was strik- 
ingly like a 16-inch gun ship. A dy- 
namite charge chipped off enough of 
the coral to discolse a block of wood. 
well preserved, and three old muzzle- 
loading cannon, 

Hoisting the guns to the surface. 
Martin related that he had scraped 
and polished them hoping to learn the 
identity of the craft, for the arma- 
ment of old British and Spanish men- 
of-war usually was inscribed with a 
name. Finding none, the diver said 
he concluded the cannon had belonged 
to a pirate ship that had been over- 
taken and sunk as it made for Port 
Limon. 

Martin believed that coral formation 
was about 150 years old. The beach 
property adjacent belonged to a ven- 
erable native whose family had owned 
the land for generations. Legend has 
it that treasure is buried on the land, 
but spasmodic hunts for it have been 
unsuccessful.

On Thanksgiving, Says Bossy

Salem, Mass., November 29.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Spending Thanksgiving 
day in jail wouldn't appeal to a major- 
ity of people, but it's not the worst 
place in the world—under certain cir- 
cumstances. Ask Mayor Andrew J. 
“Bossy” Gillis, of Newburyport, who 
is rounding out a two months’ sojourn 
at the local Bastille for illegal sale of 
gasoline. 

When your friends arrange to sup- 
ply you with turkey and all the fix- 
ins’ to celebrate the day in true style, 
and when you know that two days 
hence you're to be released—well, “it 
ain’t so bad,” as his honor might say. 


And when you add to that, the fact 
that the homefolks are planning a cel- 
ebration in your honor when your in- 
carceration ends, and that you'll have 
a chance to say all the things you've 
been thinking over during those long 
two months in jail—well, it makes 
the bars less forbidding. 

When “Bossy’s” friends up in New- 
buryport heard the “Bad Boy” mayor's 
prison fare on Thanksgiving day would 
consist of roast pork, they hustled 
around and arranged for a feast in 
true New England style. 

An eight-pound turkey, quantities 
of squash, turnip, potatoes, carrots, 
right down through the traditional 
menu to fruit and nuts were trans- 
ported to the jail by Louis James, his 
honor’s faithful gasoline station man- 
ager. A half dozen of “Bossy's” in- 
timates in the prison helped the may- 
or to down the spread. 


“Bossy’s’’ two months in. jail ap- 
parently have had little, if any, ad- 
verse effect upon his popularity with 
the home town folks. In fact, it 
would seem that the red-headed execu- 
tive is more strongly entrenched than

When “Bossy” steps outside the jail 
Saturday morning—his sentence end- 
ing officially at 7 a. m.—he will prob-

Washington, November 29.—(4)— 
Herbert Hoover's last ~ official pro- 


nouncement as.a servant of the gov- 
ernment before his election as presi- 
dent was mac public today in the 
form of the annual report of the com- 
meree department for the fiscal year 
1°28, which closed iast June 30. 

The document's keynote stressed 
“the remarkable continuity of the 
prosperity of the United States dur- 
ing recent years and its prevailingly 
upward trend.” In the foreword, usu- 
ally the secretary's own produetion, 
the steadiness of prices, the improve- 
ments in transportation and the 


‘phenomena of finance were treated, 


while agriculture was given a spe- 


‘cial study. . 


“Viewing the agricultural situation 
as a whole, no very marked differ- 
ence appears between conditions in 
the fiseal year 1927-28 and the pre- 
ecding figcal year,” Mr. Hoover's sec- 
tion said. “The crops harvested in 
the autumn of 1927 were in the ag- 
gregate of approximately the same 
magnitude as those of 1926 and larger 
than in any previous year except 1915 
and 1920. 

Agricultural Production. 

“Tt is true that the increase in ag- 
ricultural production both over a 
long period of time and during recent 
years has been décidedly less rapid 
than that in the production of manu- 
factured and mineral products. The 
demand for farm products, which are 
for the most part necessities of life, 
tends to increase little if any more 
rapidly than population. On the other 
hand there is practically no limit to 
the demand for manufactured com- 
modities, marv of which are in the 
nature of semi-lv uries or luxuries. 
Even if the need for one type is fully 
met, new and more highly elaborated 
articles are constantly con.ing into use 
for the advancing standards of liv- 
ing and of the equipment for produc- 
tion.’ 

Turning to another field, the report 
re. .arked that “during the past seven 
or eight years, the amount of con- 
striiction (of buildings) in the United 
States has heen unparalleled in the 
history of this or any other important 
country. 

“This high activity reflects both ex- 
pansion of the equipment of industry 
and commerce,” Mr. Hoover's report 
said, after giving the figures of the 
continuation, “and marked improve- 
ment in the quality of that equipment, 
and, above all, in the quality of the 
homes of the people.” 

Railroads were said to “have con- 
tinued to furnish adequate and effi- 
cient service and to enjoy large traffic 
and revenues,’ 

Railway Service. 

“The betterment of railway service 
has been the result of effort on the 
part of railway companies them- 
’ it was added, “and of coopera- 
tion on the part of shippers and re- 
ceivers of merchandise. ‘The railway 
companies have improved their road- 
beds and equipment. The cooperation 
of business men has been particularly 
conspicuous in the form of regional 
advisory boards of the American Rail- 
way association.”

Notwithstand- 
ing the exceptionally self-sufficient 
position of the United States, our high 
standards of living demand the import 
of a number of important and many 
minor commodities which the country 
itself cannot produce. 

“The task of finding foreign mar- 
kets for American products has met 
with noteworthy measure of success.” 

W. P. MacCracken, assistant secre- 
tary for aeronautics, declared in an 
accompanying report that there had 
been “phenomenal progress in every 
phase of the industry” during the 
year. He remarked “unprecedented 
Increase in air transport service 
alone,” which had resulted in increas- 
ing the regularly flown air route mile- 
age in the country from 8,396 miles 
to 11,191. Railroad interest in the 
field had brought about cooperation, 
and the development of betterments 
had made more usable machines 
available. 

“Commercial aeronautics jis no long- 
er on the threshold,” he concluded. 
“It has entered the business world, 
and without subsidy, has become an 
integral part of American industry and 
transportation. There is every indi- 
cation of still greater growth during 
the ensuing biennial period.”

THE BIG NAVY PROGRAM. 

When congress convenes shortly 
it will be faced with a bill spon- 
sored by President Coolidge, author- 
izing the construction of fifteen 
light cruisers and one aircraft car- 
rier, at a total cost of not to ex- 
ceed $274,000,000. The bill, as al- 
ready prepared, provides no appro- 
priation and it gives the president 
authority to suspend the act in the 
event of an international agreement 
further limiting naval armament. It 
is interesting to note -here_ that 
Great Britain spent approximately 
10,500,000 pounds for new naval 
construction in 1927. 

During the summer of 1927, the 
Coolidge three power naval confer- 
ence met in Geneva without com- 
ing to agreement on limitation of 
cruisers, destroyers or submarines. 

The failure of the conference was 
due to lack of agreement between 
Britain and the United States on 
cruiser limitation. 

Britain felt that the demands of | 
her world empire necessitated a 
large number of small cruisers. 

The United States, on the other 
hand, insisted that because of its 
lack of naval bases it required a

Miss Berry recently won the Pic- 
torial Review annual achievement 
prize of $5,000 for work in promot- 
ing education among poor children 
of the south. 

One object of the campaign is to 
relieve her of the necessity of going 
out annually to raise funds and al- 
low her full time to devote to the 
welfare of the students.

it has been confronted since the ad- 
journment of its third session in 
April, 1927. 

In the meantime Chairman Brit- 
ten, of the house naval affairs com- 
mittee, has suggested another con- 
ference between this government 
and that of Great Britain on the 
naval quotas issue, looking to break- 
ing the disarmament deadlock.

The little-known Rio de Oro or 
“River of Gold” region of Spanish 
Africa, where neither rivers nor gold 
exist, was brought into the news lime- 
light recently by the capture and sub- 
sequent release of two French airr. i 
pilots by tribesmen of that district. 
According to a bulletin of the Wash- 
ington, D. C., headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic society, Rio de Oro 
consists of 400 miles of sandy waste 
along the northwestern coast of Africa 
between Capes Bojador and Blanco. It 
lies directly southwest of Morocco and 
is the westernmost part of the Sahara 


desert. 
Rio de Oro Is Misnomer. 
“The misnomer, ‘River of Gold,’ was 
received from Portuguese discoverers 
in 1442,” the bulletin continues. “The 
Portuguese mistook a long indentation 


Rio de Oro not infrequently reach 120 
degrees. Little known and little visit- 
ed, it is still a land of mystery to the 
casual student of geography. 


Fisheries of Commercial Importance. 

“The only Spanish colony in the 
territory is at Villa Cisneros. Here 
are the headquarters of the fishing in- 
dustry, Rio de Oro’s sole claim to com- 
mercial importance. Off its coast are 
found aslimsah, which weigh ‘rom 30 
to 80 pounds each, tunn; and other 
large anid valuable fish. Cod are found 
in great numbers, although they do not 
compare in size and flavor with the 
cod of Newfoundland and the North 
sea. 


“The fisheries are largely in the 
hands of Spanish and French fisher- 
men from the Canary islands, which 
lie northwest of Rio 1e Oro. Under 
these capable fishermen, the industry

Linser in France 
reported 6,000 injections; Nobel in 
Germany reported 3,000 injections ; 
other physicians in America have 
added cases until there were a total 
of more than 14,000 cases of yaricose 
veins treated with chemical injections, 
and among all these only four fatali- 
ties. In fact, the chemical oblitera- 
tion of varicose veins has proved a 
safer procedtre than either of the 
older surgical methods above men- 
tioned. 

I regret I am not in a position to 
refer readers té physicians who give 
this treatment. Any good physician 
may give it successfully. And any 
physician who keeps reasons 
posted on the progress of his profes- 
sion has access to all the necessary 
technical infotmation concerning this 
method. 

Its comparative painlessness, its 
safety, its availability everywhere, and 
the fact that it does not interfere with 
the ordinary occupation. should com- 
niend chemical obliteration to every 
sufferer, whether or not he has had 
any surgical treatment.

Roy Chapman Andrews, head of the 
Central Asiatic expedition of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, returned on the liner Leviathan 
tonight from a siay of two years in 
the Orient. 

Much of the time was spent in ex- 
cavating in the Gobi desert, where he 
said he and his party of 37 discovered 
what he believed was the “biggest 
mammal that has ever been recorded.” 

“T should say ‘that from the shoul- 
ders down it would measure 15 feet,” 
he said; “that its body would be 25 
feet long and that it had a neck 12 
feet long. It is a new beast and we 
have not yet given it a name.” 

Mr. Andrews explained that while 
the bones found were not from one 
animal, enough had been located to 
reconstruct the skeleton of almost a 
complete beast.

Generals Get the Jump. 


The Virginians started with a zest 
and before Bachman’s second string- 
ers were warmed up, the Generals 
tasted the Florida goal. Shortly after 
that, the ‘Gator regulars waded in 
and a valiant gridiron foe bowed 
time and again before the terrific on- 
slaught of the powerful Floridian of- 
fensive. 

Brumbaugh, Goodbread and Owens, | 
wrote their names high in the annals: 
of the day, each crossing the Wash- 
ington and Lee goal’ twice, with 
Bethea, McEwan and Crabtree add- 
ing their sprinting and plunges to net 
a touchdown each.
